Otherwise, she was “pretty well 
Satisfied” with the results of her 
trip. Of primary importance in her 
talks with U.S. leaders was the re- 
assurance she had been given that 
Telations with the U.S. were as cor- 
dfal as ever. 

She added that Israel's requests 
for continued arms shipments, in- 
cluding Phantom and Skyhawk war- 
planes. were met with “no reluc- 
tance.” 

Mrs. Meir said she would wel- 
Come "δὴν endeavour to bring ahout 
a solution from any side,” but “Is- 
Teel is ag opposed as ever that an 
extraneous party produce a scheme 
which the sides would be asked to 
accept.” The U.S. was trying to 
bring both sides together in order 
to work out a modus vivendi, she

NOTHING DRAMATIC’ 


Asked whether she expected 
“something dramatic’ to happen — 
“a meeting with King Hussein, or 
a visit by Mr. Kissinger" — Mra. 
Meir smiled: “I know of nothing of 
the sort, but let us hope for the 
best,” she said. “Any messenger of 
President Nixon would be well re- 
ceived.” 

The Prime Minister noted the 
awareness that now exists in the 
U.S. to the dangers of terrorism 
and hijacking. “Unfortunately, the 
UN. has not been very productive 
in quelling terrorism,” she said. The 
“absurd and cruel” Khartoum trag- 
had produced “a shock,” and 
President Nixon's firm stand against 
blackmail was appreciated. The Lib- 
yan aircraft tragedy, she said in an- 
swer to a question, had no bearing 
on the talks with the U.S. admin- 
istration leaders. 

Mrs. Meir said she had discussed 
the problem of Soviet Jewry “at all 
levels of my talks in the U.S. I was 
told the U.S. has acted, is acting 
and will continue to act in this 
matter,” she said. 

Mrs. Meir refused to comment on 
reports she kad changed her ceci- 
sion not to run for an additional 
term as Premier, “The statement 
was not quoted correctly end, any- 
how, this is a party matter which 
should be discussed in a party 
forum, not here,” was all she would 
say.

French steward dies in Paris 


PARIS (Reuter). — Jean-Pierre 
Burdiat, the French steward who 
survived the crash of a Libyan air- 
Umer forced down over the Sinai 
desert by Israeli jets on February 
21, died of injuries in ‘hospital here 
on Saturday night, informed sources 
sald yesterday. 

Burdiat’s death lowered the num- 
ber of survivors of the 118 people 
aboard the Libyan airliner to five.

Rogers: Congressional

Western diplomats here are un- 
certain whether the Soviets fully 
appreciate the strength of the oppo- 
sition to the MFN legislation in 
Congress. Recent Soviet press com- 
ment has hinted that the Soviets 
expect support for the legislation 
from American businessmen and the 
Nixon administration will be suffi- 
cient to overcome Congressional 
opponents.

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‘DEFENCE SUMS UP IN SPY TRIAL 
‘Ringleaders’ acted on ideals, 
had no military imtentions

HAIFA. — Defence lawyers for five 
men accused of leading a pro-Syrian 
spy ring made their summations 
yesterday, arguing that thelr clients 
acted out of political-ideological 
Motives and had no “military” in- 

tentions. 

This brought to an end the 
Tmonth-long trial of the six accused 
Mingleaders of the Arab-Jewish net- 
work, (The sixth man, Simon Hadad, 
was convicted on February 26, after 
admitting the charges in an amended 
indictment.) 

The three-judge panel has not yet 
set a date for handing down verdicts 
for Daoud Turki, Subhi Na’arani, 
Ehud Adiv, Dan Vered' and Anis 
Karawi. 

At yesterday's final session the 
defence lawyers argued that the 
five defendants had wanted to estab- 
Ush a left-wing regime under which 
Jews and Arabs would live together 
in unity. They had had πὸ intention 
of using the arms and explosives 
promised them by Syria. They 
thought only in terms of an 
“eventual proletarian revolution” to 
replace the Government, for which 
πὸ date had been set and no 
practical planning had been made. 
None of the defendants had intended 
to harm state security or “aid the 
enemy in its war against Israel.” 

The lawyers asked the court to 
acquit the five of all but the charges 
they had admitted — that they had 
been in Syria, had undergone train- 
ing in arms and explosives there, 
and had d information. 

Ali Rafa, defending the alleged 
chief ringleader, Daoud Turki, and 
lis deputy, Subhi Na’arani, opened 
his summation with an attack on 
the Defence (Emergency) Regula- 
tlons of 1946, under which the ac- 
cused were charged. He noted these 
regulations had been denounced by 
the country’s Jewish lawyers when 
they were first promulgated by the 
British Mandatory Government in 
1946, as “destroying the foundations 
of justice in the country.” 


EXISTING INJUSTICE 

He said his clients’ intentions had 
been political only — Turki had 
onended to establish a political, re- 
volutionary organization, against 
“existing injustice.” The Syrian

Adiv 
had gradually gone even farther left, 
arriving at the recognition that Is- 
raelis should join the Arabs to es- 
tablish “one big country.” This had 
Yed him to consider meeting Naif 
Hawatmeh {leader of the left-wing 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine). 

“The idea of revolution is fashion- 
able all over ‘the world. The arms 
were but a dream for the future,” 
sald Mr. Toussia-Cohen." it was ridi- 
culous to think that 8 small group 
could succeed in toppling the coun- 
try, when all the Arab armies toge- 
ther have failed to do so," he added. 


A NEW SOCIETY 

“Ehud Adiv is naive, mixed up, 
groping in the dark. He had done 
no serious planning, only thought 
and dreamed of the future ouilding 
of a new society.” 

He denied Adiv had been a 
member of Turki's organization. 
“if there was one.” He was only 
ἃ member of the “Red Front." 
which was not illegal. As to pass- 
ing information, αν had not ce- 
med it; but he had reported only 
what he had known from his mili- 
tary service, making no effort to 
gather any other data, though he 
was in a position to do so. Be- 
cause he believed that “every sol- 
dier knows these things,” he had 
attached no importance to them, 
and certainly had πὸ intention of 
aiding the enemy or of harming 
Israel. “He wanted to improve the 
world, not to harm Israel," he 
sald 

Mr. Toussia-Cohen also argued 
that Habib Kahawaji was not "a 
foreign agent,’ as defined by law. 
because it had not been proven 
that he had worked for or on be- 
half of a foreign state. His mem- 
bership in the Fatah or any other 
Palestinian organization did not 
constitute being a foreign agent, 
since the law did not recognize the 
Fatah as a belligerent party but 
as “criminals with no rights of 
belligereney.” In order for Adiv 
to be convicted of aiding the ene- 
my, it must be proved that he 
worked with a belligerent party or 
that there was a state of warwith 
Syria. As the 1949 cease-nre agree- 
ment was still officially in force, 
and had not been repudiated by 
Israel, he claimed, legally there 
was "no state of war with Syria” 

Mr. Toussia-Cohen thep went on 
to dismiss as “unimportant” the 
military training Adiv regeived in 
Syria: “he was much better train- 
ed in the Israeli paratroops.” 

“There is no proportion between 
what Adiy did and the grave charge 
of treason. During 25 years of 
statehood we have managed not to 
have any traitors. Let not this be 
the first case,” he ended his sum- 
mation. 

Binyamin Berner, defending Dan 
Vered, said Vered had acquired his 
extremist left-wing views during his 
seven years in the U.S. On his re- 
turn to Israel in 1970 he had found 
himself in tune only with extremist 
fringe groups, “isolated from the 
majority of Israelis.'’ He considered 
the Arab-Israeli conflict only from 
a class-struggle point of view.

The Arab terrorists were “sava- 
ges, literally savages,” and the U.S. 
was going to be as tough as it pos- 
sibly could, he said. 

He repeated his call for the death 
penalty against those responsible 
for the Khartoum killings as the 
“only way” to deal with such ter- 
ror. If they were Imprisoned other 
terrorists would hijack a plane or 
attack another embassy and demand 
their release. Those who had been

BONN. — The youth wing of the 
Israeli Labour Party broke off ties 
with its Bonn counterpart yesterday 
after a Congress of the West Ger- 
man “Young Socialists" called on

The German group — a section of 
Chancellor Willy Brandt's ruling So- 
cial Democratic Party — also said 
Israel should permit Palestinian re~ 
fugees to return to their homes, 
and the Palestinians should have 
the right to set up a new nation 
or join other Mideast countries. 

another resolution adopted by the 
Congress urged the Bonn Govern- 
ment to lift its ban on two Pales- 
tinian workers’ and students’ orga~ 
nizations forbidden after the Munich 
Olympic massacre of Israeli ath- 
letes last September, . 

The Israeli delegation issued a 
press release saying the “JUSO" 
(Young Soctalst) leadership had 
shown in private tatks it was even 
more radical than the Mideast re- 
solution indicated. 

They noted the German Socialist 
youth wing had neglected to send 
representatives to Israel for on-the- 
spot information despite repeated 
invitations. 

Later the Soclalist party manager, 
Holger Boerner, “regretted" the 
JUSO attack on Israel as “unhba~- 
lanced" and stressed the “right of 
the Israeli People to live in secure 
borders." 

The Israeli delegation, announced 
it would leave West Germany “im- 
mediately."

TEL AVIV. — Firemen here began 
a partial strike yesterday, with- 
out approval by the local Labour 
Council. The Interior Ministry and 
the Union of Local Authorities 
warned they would take “all legal 
measures" against the strikers. 

The firemen are refusing to per- 
form any duties but those of ex- 
tinguishing fires and saving lives, 
in their demand for regrading. Three 
months ago they walked out of the 
National Firemen’s Union, intend- 
ing to conduct their own negotla- 
tions with Tel Aviv's Municipal 
Employees Union. (City employees 
do not deal directly with the Muni- 
cipality, but hold their wage nego- 
tiations through this union.) The 
Union, however, has refused to sup- 
port the firemen’s demands, and 
would not represent them to the 
City. 

The firemen say they will not 
perform various routine chores, and 
will not fili out reports. This may 
hurt the city financially, since re- 
sidents are billed for many of the 
flremen's services based on these 
reports; and without them fees can- 
not be collected. 

The Interior Ministry and the 
Union of Local Authorities are op- 
posed to the firemen’s demands, 
they say, because they were re- 
cently granted pay rises under the 
1972/73 agreement and already re- 
ceive 15 per cent more than other 
public employees with the same

Income tax bill 
to be tabled 


tomorrow

Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir will 
present an amendment to the In- 
come Tax Law in the Knesset to- 
morrow, aimed at reducing tax- 
payers’ average income tax pay- 
ments in the 1973/74 fiscal year by 
some 15 per cent. 

The tax cuts will be effected by 
raising the “tax floor” (below which 
no tax is payable at all) from its 
present 11.438 to 11.831; by lowering 


-[the “tax ceiling” (the maximum tax 


rate on income beyond a certain 
figure} to 70 per cent including De- 
fence Loan; and by: increasing the 
tax rates in between ‘the floor and 
ceiling more gradually than now. 

In the weekly Cabinet session yes- 
terday, Finance Minister Sapir prom- 
ised Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
and Police Minister Shlomo Hillel 
that army and police Officers would 
continue to receive the existing tax 
advantages on the lump-sum pay- 
ment granted them on retirement. 

(The Treasury plans to go ahead 
and reduce the tax advantage on 
thig lump sum for clvilians. It pro- 
poses to make 25 per cent of the 
Monthly pension payments tax free. 
The Defence and Police Ministers 
pointed out at last week’s Cabinet 
session that the lump-sum tax ad- 
vantage plays a major role in keep- 
ing officers enrol

Israeli Arab

HAIFA, — An Israeli Arab from 
the village of Arraba was indicted 
in District Court here yesterday 
for maintaining contact with an 
enemy agent and for membership 
in a terrorist organization. The 
man, Mahmoud Ali Kassem Nasser, 
34, was ordered held until the end 
of the legal proceedings against 
him. 

He was charged with member- 
ship in al-Ard (an ultra-nationalist 
Arab organization which was out- 
lawed in Israel) and of meeting 
in 1970 with Sabri Jeries, a for- 
mer Israel resident who left the 
country that year.

DEATH PENALTY 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Pre- 
sident Nixon on Saturday asserted 
his belief that the death penalty 
was an effective deterrent to crime, 
and sald his administration would 
ask Congress to approve a special 
death penalty law. 

tn a tough nation-wide radio 
speech in which he also intensified 
his war against drugs, Mr. Nixon 
said the death penalty law would 
cover federal crimes of murder, trea- 
son and other war-related offences. 

“The potential criminal will 
know," the President said, ‘that if 
his intended victims die, he may 
also die. The hijacker, the kidnap- 
per, the man who throws a fire 
bomb, the convict who attacks a 
prison guerd, the person who as- 
saults an officer of the law --- all 
will know that they may pay with 
their own Hves for any lives they 
take.” 

Mr. Nixon sald the new call for 
the death penalty would be part 
of his proposal for an overall re- 
form of the criminal code, not to 
make it softer, but to make it 
tougher, to give the government 
stronger weapons against crime. 

The law would take Into account 
2 recent Supreme Court ruling out- 
lawing the death penalty as it has 
been applied by state courts. 

The High Court ruling had put 
into jeopardy the use of capital 
punishment for federal crimes, and 
Mr. Nixon’s move to affirm the 


death penalty was seen as a coun- 
ter to the Supreme Court's actlon. 

Mr, Nixon's proposals came as 
part of a series of addresses he is 
making in Heu of 2 single State 
of the Union message to Congress. 

Labelling drug abuse 85 still 
America's number ope public ene- 
my, Mr. Nixon said he was deter- 
mined to put heroin pushers in 
prison and keep them there. Citing 
a survey which showed that more 
than 70 per cent of those accused 
of pushing heroin were free on ball 
for up to a year before coming to 
trial, the President said: ‘They are 
thus given the opportimity to go 
out and create more misery, gene- 
rate more violence, commit more 
crimes while they are waiting to 
be tried for these same activities.” 

‘The survey also showed that more 
than 25 per cent of the pushers 
convicted were not sentenced, but 
had recelved probation, the Presi- 
dent said. 

“When permissive judges are more 
considerate of the pusher than they 
are of his victims, there is ttle 
incentive for heroin pushers to 
obey the law, and great incentive 
for them to violate it. This is an 
outrage," Mr. Nixon sald. 

He said this week he would in- 
troduce legislation that would re- 
quire a federal judge to consider 
what effect on the community an 
alleged pusher would have if he 
were granted bail. 


Next-to-last American 
PoWs free on Wednesday 


SAIGON (AP). — The North Viet- 
mamese announced yesterday that 
they would release the next to last 
group of American prisoners held 
in detention beginning on Wednes- 
day and promised to give the U.S. 
a Ust of approximately 143 names 
at a meeting of the four-party 
joint military sub-commission on 
prisoners. The Vietcong told the 
U.S. it would turn over its list on 
Tuesday. 

As soon as the lists are recelved 
by the U.S. delegation here, they 
will be transmitted to Washington 
for immediate notification of the 

_ relatives of the prisoners. 

There were conflicting reports of 
when the Vietcong would release 
the American prisoners captured in 
South Vietnam. Capt, Phuong Nam, 
the chief spokesman for the Viet- 
cong delegation, said they were 
shooting for a target date of Wed- 
mesday. 

The U.S. delegation said earller 
the Vietcong indicated that North 
Vietnam would release its prisoners 
on one day, and the Vietcong the 
following day, with both releases to 
take place at Hanoi's Gla Lam air- 
port. ‘This was the same procedure 
that was followed for the last re- 
lease on Merch 4 and 5. 

Among those prisoners almost cer- 
tain to be released this week are 
Maj. Moyd Thormpson,: 39, who has 
spent nearly nine years as a PoW, 
more time than any serviceman in 
U.S. history: and Philip Manhard, 
52, a senior diplomat who is the 


highest ranking U.S. civilian still 
in captivity. Although both were 
captured in South Vietnam, they 
are said by U.S. officials to be 
held in North Vietnam. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. military com- 
mand announced that North Viet- 
nam has removed missile equipment 
at Khe Sanh in the northwestern 
quadrant of South Vietnam; but it 
is not known precisely where it 
had been taken. This avolds,for the 
time being, a direct confrontation 
between the U.S. and North Viet- 
nam. The U.S. had made it clear 
that if the missiles were not re- 
moved, they would be subject to 
air attack.

voters go to polls 


BUENOS AIRES (Reuter). — More 
than 14 million Argentine voters 
yesterday began polling in the coun- 
try's first general elections for al- 
most a decade. 

No serious incidents of violence 
had been reported when polling sta- 
tions opened at 8 am. 

Nearly a quarter of a million 
troops stood guard outside post- 
office, schools and other public build- 
ings where votes were being cast. 

The tranqull scenes contrasted with 
the closing days of the elec- 
toral campaign, when three police- 
men and two young supporters of 
former populist President Juan 
Peron were shot dead in separate 
incldents. 

Elderly citizens said they could 
not remember seeing such long 
queues of voters before, even though 
abstention is punishable with a fine 
equivalent to $50. 


The streets of Buenos Aires were 
otherwise deserted, despite the fine 
weather. Cafes, bars and restau- 
rants were shut and public enter- 
tainments banned. 

The man Upped to win the most 
votes in the polling aimed at ending 
almost seven years of military rule 
is Dr. Hector Campora, a 63-year 
old former dentist and the hand- 
pleked candidate of former strong- 
man President Juan Peron. 

But most observers here believe 
he will not win outright and will 
have to face at least one of the 
runners-up in a Fremch-style second- 
round poll next month. 

Dr. Campora’s major rival for the 
presidency is expected to be Ricardo 
Balbin, 68-year-old candidate of the 
left-wing Radical zerty which was 
in power from 1980 until the mili- 
tary ousted President Arturo Mlia 
and seized power in June, 1966. 


Bid to heal IRA split 


over London explosions 


DUBLIN (AP). — Two senior lea- 
ders of the “Provisional” wing of the 
Irish Republican Army in Belfast 
were reported yesterday to have 
arrived in ‘Dublin to hetp heal a 
split in guerrilla ranks over the 
bomb blasts in London last Thurs- 
day which killed one man and 
wounded 243 persons. 


Joe Cahill and Seamus Twomey 
will explain to Dublin's provisional 
TRA headquarters that the London 
explosions were the work of “young 
hotheads," guerrilla sources said. 

The IRA's Dublin command, which 
officially has the final say on the 
conduct of the campaign to drive 
the British out of Northern Ireland 
and unite the province with the 
Irish Republic, is believed to be 
against any extension of bombing 
to Britain. 


The sources said Cahill and Two- 
mey will discuss ways of restrain- 
ing “freelance” groups within the 
IRA acting without authority. 

In Belfast, police found a dead 


man aod five with zsunshot wounds 
late Saturday in 21 apartment in 
the Protestant Silverstream Road 
district. 

Police and ambulances went to 
the scene after an anonymous tele- 
phone call. Security officials were 
unable to describe the condition of 
the five wounded men or whether 
they were Protestants. 


Elsewhere in Belfast, a 19-year- 
old youth was found in the Markets 
area shot through both legs. 


Britush troops late Saturday night 
blocked what an army spokesman 
called a “massive and organized 
Protestant bid to terrorize Catholics" 
on the Bawnmore housing estate in 
north Belfast. 


Troops manning roadblocks — 
erceted because of 8 tip-off — round- 
cd up 99 Protestants, many of them 
armed with cudgels, who drove 
teward the Bavmmore area in a 
convoy of cars and buses. The troops 
arrested 11 of the 99 men. 


Bonn minister to answer 


‘Border police trained 


BONN (Reuter). — Interior Min- 
ister Hans-Dietrich Genscher, the 
man responsible for West Germany's 
internal security, will this week 
answer charges that members of his 
para-military Federal Border Folice 
are being trained a9. soulless killers. 

The charges stem from the Union 
of West German Policemen, which 
alleges that the well-armed Federal 
Border Police has formed Ranger 
units with a licence to kill, trained 
in the arts of torture by U.S. com- 
mandos stationed in West Germany. 

According to the Union, Border 
policemen have been tortured and 
insulted to toughen therh for com- 
batting terrorism — a topic on 
which Mr. Genscher is particularly 
sensitive since last year’s wave of 
Buerrilla activities in or affecting 
West Germany. 

Border Police spokesmen deny the 
allegations by the Union which has 
even claimed that Border Police 
commandos had their genitals tied 
to trees, or were locked in torture 
chamibers and bombarded with cold 
water and noise to steel them for 
the fray. 

Mr. Genscher will report on the 
allegaticns to the parNamentary 
committee responsible for domestic 
affairs on Wednesday, and his com- 
ments will be published the same day. 

The police union president, Werner 
KuhImann, has demanded a pariia- 
mentary Inguiry into Border Police 
training methods. 

He alleges that as the federal 
force is trained to shoot to kill — 
rather than shoot to wound in the 
normal West German police fashion 
—it presents a hazard to civilian life. 

A spokesman for the Union said: 
“The Border Police is training hard- 
ened killers, who are being used 
more and more in normal police 
operations. Where policemen are 
taught to shoot and capture, if 
they have to, these people just open 
fire and kill

“Instead of pulling a surprise 
attack on us, they pulled a sur-

ment (AIM) said. “But we know 
it's a trick, They want to open 
the settlement up so they can ar- 
Test us.” 

Banks made the statement to a 
rally of about 400 persons crowded 
inside the trading post. 

Groups of Indians who poured into 
the village after federal marshals 
were removed from the area were 
introduced as having come from 
Canada, Chicago, Oklahoma, Utah 
and California.

Mehta illuminates three worlds 


The Israel Philharmonic Orchestra, sub- 
acription concert No. 7, Conductor: Zubin 
Mehta; soletst: Pinchas Zukerman, violin.

In this concert Zubin Mehta ilu- 
minated three musical worlds: Pen- 
derecki’s magic world of new sounds, 
which confronted the listener with 
uncompromising and, in terms of 
conventional music, even cruel s0- 
norities; Mozart's perfect classical 
beauty; and in Bruckners Sym- 
Phony, the culmination of romanti- 
cism. Maestro Mehta attacked Pen- 


- derecki's “De Natura Sonoris,” ‘The 


Nature of Sound," vigorously and 
uncompronusingly. Contrasts stood 
contours and sonorities 
clashed mercilessly. This new mes- 
sage of sound may have shocked a 
few listeners, but this is the mes- 
sage of our time and as such it 
cannot be ignored. 


After the Penderecki, Mozart 
sounded strange and unreal, as if 
belonging to another medfum. Yet 
Pinhes Zuckerman's immense charm 
and naturainess made us adjust 
quickly and smoothly. He has al- 
ready developed a sufficiently ma- 
tured and composed style to play 
Mozart with great clarity of design 


and purity and thé sweetness of his 
tone could leave nobody indifferent. 
Cooperation between soloists and 
conductors was perfect. 

However, the overwhelming climax 
of the evening came with Bruckzer's 
Fourth. Mehta surpassed himself, 
reaching unprecedented heights of 
beauty and exhaltation. Mehta's per- 
sonality was evident in every sound. 
Slightly departing from ἃ traditional 
Bruckner interpretation, he endowed 
the symphony with a magnificent 
variety of expression. Bruckner’s 
Fourth was monumentally heroic 
and deeply tragic, tensely dramatic 
and touchingiy elegiac, caressingly 
mellow and brutally forceful. Yet 
in spite of all these exciting con- 
trasts, Mehta created monumental 
unity and magnificent structural] de- 
sign. The orchestra underwent a 
metamorphosis. Its sound was lush 
and’ radiant and all musicians at- 
tended tensely to their tasks. 

Finally, special mention must be 
made of the brass section, which 
stood up fully to the great demands 
of the Bruckner score. Their rer- 
formance was exact and brilliant. 
This was one of the most over- 
powering Bruckner performances I 
have ever heard.

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Christians scored 
for ignorance of 
united Jerusalem

BERKGLEY, Calif, The head 
of the American Institute of Holy 
Land Studies on Mount Zion has 
scored Christian spokesmen who do 
not realize the depth of Israel's 
attachement to Jerusalem. Dr. C. 
Douglas Young spoke during a two- 
day “Salute to Jerusalem" spon- 
sored by the Christian Committee 
for Israel 

Dr, Young sald that the Oid City 
has been saved in “a meguificent 
programme of restoration and city 
planning," and that ChrisHian spokes- 
men do not realize the achievements 
Jews have made in Jerusalem, bring- 
ing “security, decent living stand- 
ards and freedom of access for 
worshippers of all religions for the 
first time in its entire long and 
bloody history.” 

In charge of the Christian Com- 
mittee for Israel activities was Mrs. 
Albert G. Black of Berkeley, who 
said, “An un-Christian prejudice 
exists om the part of church people 
who will not recognize Israel as the 
rightful custodian of thelr ancient 
capital. Anyone visiting the modern 
elty of Jerusalem in its unified state 
under Israel must realize that it is 
once more a city worthy of its 
name. Only the Jews have shown 
themselves generous enough in spirit 
not only to guarantee access but to 
repair, guard, maintain, and in some 
cases restore many of the holy 
places to their original character. 
At no time have residents and pil- 
grims of all religions been as free 
and as safe in Jerusalem as under 
Jewish rule.”

Egypt rejects 
French appeal 
on students-

PARIS. — The Egyptian Embassy 
in Paris on Saturday rejected an 
anpeal from leading French in- 
tellectuals who are demanding the 
release of students detained in 

Egypt for political offences. 

Embassy Counsellor A.A. Sowellem 
claimed in a letter to “Le Monde" 
that freedom of opinion was guar- 
anteed by Egypt's constitution and 
the country had no political 
prisoners. 

The diplomat added: “It is true 
that a few dozen students and other 
people are under arrest but this 
js by virtue of Egyptian laws au- 
thorizing detention in custody in 
the interest of criminal in- 
vestigations.” 

The Embassy spokesman said: 
"Since 1967 Egypt has been living 
through a difficult phase of its his- 
tory. The role of Egypt’s friends is 
to help it surmount this phase. 

"So Egypt would have hoped that 
its friends would have understand- 
ing toward certain measures which 
have been taken in order to safe- 
guard national unity and to conso- 
lidate and prepare the home front 
for the major objective; the Hiquida- 
tion of the consequences of Zionist 
aggression.”

Ἶ Britain's 40,000 prison 
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<= SDEROT STRIVES TO LIVE WELL 
WHILE BUILDING FOR TOMORROW

β ἐς te to The Jerusalem Post 
qpanors road. beging as an 

avenue Hned with tall, closely- 
planted trees, sweeps past a new 
high school, a new lbrary building 
— each standing alone against the 
sky — and stunning olympic-sized 
swimming pool, and ends up in a 
brand-new section of low, modernis- 
tic villas. A visitor to this sovthern 
development town about 16 km. 
south-east of Ashkelon is struck by 
& feeling of spaciousness — the sense 
is of a place wide open to the future. 

But if the visitor goes on and 
chances to stop at one of the town's 
cafes, his impression may be modi- 
fied. For at any hour of the day, 
groups of Sderot’s young men can 
be found huddled around the billiard 
tables at these establishments. They 
claim that gambling on the games 
is more profitable than going to 
work — most of Sderot’s inhabitants 
work in one of its 34 factories at 
an average monthly wage, for a 
man, of IL550 — and they hold that 
life in a town of 8,000 can be a 
confining affair. - 

Rafi Biton, 20, one of the billiard 
“regulars,” gave this analysis of the 
disaffection. 

“The people here come from North 
Africa. They take no pleasure in 
learning. In other places the route 
is high school, army, university, 
profession, getting ahead. In Sderot 
there isn't this regular course. They 
have no goal in Mfe — they don't 
know what wil be tomorrow, what 
afterwards. They generally barely 
get through eighth grade, and after 

δ they start working in one fac- 
tor or another as unskilled work- 
ers doing standardized drudgery. 
Otherwise — nothing. They just get 
together, play cards, play billiards." 

“They want to be clerks, to work

at some ‘job’ In an office instead 
of a factory,” says Yonatan Yifrah. 
chairman of the nine-member local 
council. “We try to convince them 
that there isn't an endless supply 
of clericai jobs, but they refuse to 
accept the work we offer them.” 

Yifrah contends that the number 
of such malcontents is small. Be 
that as it may, a 1972 survey by 
the Housing Ministry found that 60 
per cent of Sderot’s young bachelors 
did not view the town as thelr future 
home, primarily because of its lack 
of economic opportunity. 

It's not that there’s any lack of 
Jobs. On the contrary, Sderot’s lead- 
ers acknowledge that there’s ἃ skort- 
age of working hands: and a fac- 
tory director Hke R. Sagay, of the 
computer-peper firm, Phantom Ltd, 
complains that the dearth of both 
Skilled workers and unskilled work- 
ers whom ke could train prevents 
him from expanding production as 
much as he'd like. What Sderot's 
young men miss are jobs that pro- 
vide a measure of satisfaction. that 
offer a future of professional and 
financial advancement. 


QUALITY OF LIFE 

Sderot today may not he able to 
offer the widest of occupational ho- 
rizons. But its leaders’ concern for 
the quality of its citizens’ life is at- 
tested to by the scope of the town's 
retreational activity. Over the past 
five years a programme of partici- 
patory culture has been built up that 
could vie with the leisure-time di- 
versions offered by a big city. 

Sderot's population, mainly of Mo- 
rocean descent, includes an unusua)l- 
ly large percentage of young people 
— 17 1s the average age in the town. 
There are three young people's club- 
houses: one each for religious and 
non-religious teenagers and one for 
“problem” youths. 

The latter facility originated from

art films. Attendances at the latter 
range between 25 and 50 a session. 

Sderot's young people can par- 
ticipate in “encounter” sessions; 
its housewives enjoy the laundry 
club, sipping coffee or participat- 
ing In a language lesson while ma- 
chines do their wash. 

For those of a reflective turn of 
mind, there are courses In citizen- 
ship and child psychology, 8 week- 
ly discussion group on the televi- 
slon pro ¢ Moked, and an 
“exclusive” forum {whose members 
are Sderot’s teachers, administra- 
tors and engineers) that debates the 
issues of the day with leading 
intellectuals. 

SENSE OF IDENTIFICATION 

Participating in the activities 
can make for a heightened sense 
of identification with the town, 

‘I wouldn't be for leaving 
Sderot,” says Albert el-Harat, 25, 
a clerk in the Kupat Holim. “Here 
it’s quiet, nice. The salary isn't 50 
high, but it’s possible to supplement 
it. For example, I'm the coach of 
the basketball team. My wife and 
I take partin the folk dance circle 
and the art film club. To leave 
you'd need a lot of money — or a 
nich uncle to buy you an apart- 
ment in Tel Aviv." 

Providing αὶ wide selection of 
Jeisure-time distractions is one way

Life in 
Sderot still has many of the drawe 
backs of small-town LUfe anywhere. 
But its leaders visualize today’s de- 
velopment town as tomorrow's city 
of 25,000, offering its citizens 
opportunities of rewarding work 
and a better standard of living. The 
industrial and cultural base that 
now exists lends credibility to their 
hopes.

DEMAND MONTHLY LOVE-IN 
British convicts try to unionize 


. Should -prison inmates be rep- 
resented by a trade union 80 
that they can have union rates 
of pay and love-in visits from 
their wives? FWF nt 
Bobert McDonald reports on the 
latest moves in this direction in 
Britain.

LONDON (FWF). — 
Cue should get union rates 
cf pay and once a month love-in 
visits with their wives. These are 
just two of the demands put for- 
ward in a “Prisoners’ Charter of 
Rights" drafted by a British or- 
ganization called Preservation of the 
Rights of Prisoners (Prop). 

Prop describes itself as a prison- 
ers' union. It claimed responsibility 
recently for simultaneous strikes and 

stt-ins at more than 30 
British jails in support of its demand 
to be recognised by the government 
and prison authorities as the official 
bargainmg agent for prisoners. 

The emergence of the prisoners’ 
union movement in Britain took of- 
ficials by surprise. But the move- 
ment is far from new in Europe. 
The first union, the Association for 
the Humanization of Criminal Care, 
wes founded in Sweden in 1967 — 
at @ congress of ex-convicts and 
penal reformers romantically known 
as the “Parliament of Thieves.” At 
that meeting, it was decided that 
traditiona? methods of seeking 
redress for prisoners’ grievances — 
such as petitioning prison governors 
end lobbying government ministers 
— were inadequate and that only 
greater organization could provide a 
more forceful presentation of prison- 
ere’ views. 

The idea of a prisoners’ union 
was thus conceived. It called for 2 
two-part ‘structure — an outside 
association of private individuals and 
ex-convicts who would raise funds 
and mobilise public opinion, and an 
inside οἱ structured on 
conventional trade union ‘limes which 
would elect shop stewards and liaison 
committees to take up prisoners’ 
grievances with prison authorities. 
Tf complaints were not given 
adequate consideration, work strikes, 
hunger strikes and other forms of 
passive demons would be or- 
gamized in prot τω 

The movement spread the follow- 
ing year to Norway with the es- 
tablishment of the more proszically 
mamed National Association for 
Penal Reform. Unions have since 
emerged in Denmark, Holtand, Italy, 
Australia and California. 

“The Swedish and Norwegian unions 
are the strongest — with 6,000 and 
2,000 outside members respectively. 
They claim to speak for about half 
itheir countries’ prison Populations. 
The French union is tlergely 
clandestine movement and is ound- 
ed by prison authorities; whereas, in 
Italy, when prisoners staged a strike 
and warders tried to starve them 
into submission, sympathetic people 
living in neighbouring houses threw 
bread and fruit over the prison 
walls. 

PRISONES SUPPORT 

Prop, founded in May of last year, 
has fewer than 500 outside members 
but seems io have fired the tmagina- 
tion of Jarge numbers of prisoners 
Inside, if participation in the recent 
round of strikes was any indication.

Basically the very concept of 2 
prisoners’ union’ seems ἃ contradic- 


tion in terms. While most prison 
systems aspire to rehabilitation, the 
underlying motivation of imprison- 
ment is punishment of the criminal 
by deprivation of his social, civil 
and political Hberties. And yet in 
their charter of rights the British 
prisoners’ union demand among 
other things: 
© humane visiting facilities, in- 
cluding the ability to exercise 
conjugal right; 
e the right to vote in national 
and local government elections; 
e@ the right of trade union mem- 
bership and full union scale 
wage rates for all prison work; 
e@ the right to institute legal pro- 
ceedings against prison officers 
without government permission, and 
the right to retain - independent 
counsel for such prosecutions; 
Φ the right to demand independent 
inspections of prison conditions 
including hygiene, food, working 
conditions, living accomodation and 
leisure facilities. 

The union leaders claim there is 
international legal] justification for 
their demands in the U.N. Charter 
of Human Rights which reserves 
14 rights specifically for prisoners. 
But, more immediately, they argue 
that their proposed reforms are 
simply ‘humanitarian measures which 
would help inmates maintain their 
sense of dignity. 

Conjugal visits, for ‘example, 
would save” many homes, according 
to Dick Pooley, the 44-year-old ex- 
safecracker who is now the national 
organiser of Prop. ‘It's a known 
fact that most marriages break up 
when 8 man goes to prison,” says 
Pooley whose wife divorced him 
during one of his seven prison terms 
totalling 20 years. “When the 


prisoner comes out he has no home,. 


nowhere to go, and this puts him 
back on the downward path into 
crime.” 

Equally, Pocley says, if prisoners 
were paid union wage rates for 
prtson work they could support their 
own families rather than having to 
watch them eke out an existence on 


‘welfare. “Prisoners want a chance 


to help themselves in their own 
rehabilitation,” he says. “They don't 


want charity. They just want heip.” 


Uniform retirement age 
for both sexes asked

IORMER Labour Party ΜΙ. 

Shulemit Aloni Saturday called for 
egualization of retirement ages for 
men and women, describing the 
present difference as “sex discrimi- 
ration.” 

Mrs. <Aloni, speaking to 300 
women party activists meeting on 
women's rights at Beit Berl, decried 
the present system of having men 
retire at 65 and women at 60. This 
was a rempant of old-fashioned 
ideas that men were strong and 
women inferior, she said, adding 
“who says that women are sicker 
than men?" Retirement ages should 
be set according to profession, and 
should be the same for men and 
Women doing the same jobs, she 
declared. 

Mrs. Aloni also complained that 
Israeli women were themselves 
partners to “brain-washing” about 
woman's place. Furthermore, radio 
advertising in the country wes

same way, for example, that the 
unemployed individual needs job 
retraining, 


Perhaps the biggest problem the 
unions have faced to date has been 
how to go about getting formal 
recognition by governments and 
prison authorities. 

In Britain, the Home Secretary, 
Mr. Robert Carr, adamantly refuses 
recognition to Prop. “I can see no 
purpose in exchanging views with a 
body which seeks to achieve 
aims by fomenting disorders in 
prisons,” he has said. 

This, of course, strikes at the 
heart of the unions’ second major 
problem, namely how do inmates 
make their grievances known. The 
unions say that work stoppages and 
hunger strikes are legitimate means 
of “industrial action.” Prison ad- 
ministrators and the public at large 
tend to question the motivation of 
such tactics.

e “Contractors may :make big profits, 
but :ft's: a. paper profit, believe -me.

(That is 
not, of course, quite the whole story 
The contractor takes his share, 
and makes enough money topay his 
sub-contractors’ most exorbitant de- 
mands. “Have you ever heard of a 
strike in the building industry?” an 
ebserver queries shewdly.) 

Land remains the real bottleneck. 
Plots in Rehavie and Taltbieh in Je- 
rusalem or in North Tel Aviv 
have scarcity value. Prices go on 
soarlag because people are prepared 
te pay more and still more in order 
to live there, rather than in an 
outer suburb or satellite town. Says 
Avraham Kahanoff, veteran head of 
Shikun Ufituah, the ent- 
owned housing company: “By the 
end of March, we will have offered 
9,000 flats for young couples alone 
during this fiscal year — near Reho-

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“Sabbath law’ 
causes headache

Among Yedidya Aaronson’s duties 
as the Labour Ministry's chief in- 
spector 15 the enforcement of the 
“Sabbath Law." “Those duties,” he 
recently told The Jerusalem Posi, 
“constitute only a tenth of my job. 
But they give me more headaches 
than any of my other jobs here.” 

There jis no real Sabbath law 
in this country. What Mr. Aaron- 
son .refers to is the controversial 
“Division II” of the Work and Rest 
Hours Law of 1951. So controversial 
is this part of the statute that the 
Minister of Labour is repeatedly 
being called upon from the floor of 
the Knesset to justify this or that 
project having been undertaken " “on 
Saturday, the holy Sabbath day, in 
the Jewish state.” 

("Why is the immigrant absorp- 
tion centre in Afula being built on 
the Sabbath?” — reply: “True, con- 
struction has been taking place on 
Saturdays, but the workera are 
Yugoslavian non-Jews, here on con- 
tract..."; “Why has the Nature Pre- 
serves Authority chosen Saturday 
as nationwide inventory counting 
day for its waterfowl population ?”— 
reply: “The authority is attached to 
the Agri Ministry... besides, 
the Work and Rest Hours Law ex- 
empts its workers...”"") 

“What many people fail to under- 
stand, Mr. Aaronson says, is that 
this Jaw is a labour law, not 4 
religious one. It is based on the idea 
that an employer is required to 
grant his staff a weekly day of 
rest for every 47 hours of work." 

The abrasive section — abrasive 
to many, that is — comes in para- 

graph seven: “The weekly rest shall 
include, for Jews, the Sabbath day...” 
It is here that the law restricts 
the Jewish worker's weekly rest day 
to Saturday. It permits the non- 
Jewish Israeli to choose any day 
of the week for his rest day. 

Of course, this provision ἐ8 clear- 


BO iy based on Aalacha. However, since 


most Israelis do not abide by 
halacha, it could hardly be expected 
that the sense of the legislation be 
upheld root and branch, either in 
spirit or letter. 

Mr. Aaronson admits he mato- 
tains no constant contact with the 
Chief Rabbinate, as he enforces the 
law. “When I need advice I con- 
sult an oxpert,” he says. 

This happened some years ago 
when local horticulturists discovered 
a lively market for {srael flowers 
in Europe. It meant packing the 
blossoms, trucking them and loading 
them onto aircraft — all on Satur- 
day, so they would arrive in Europe 
in time to embellish Sunday morn-

A look at the trend in the num- 
ber of permits issued indicates a 
growth corresponding to the gen- 
eral economic activity.

Besides these “special” permits 
which are good for one or two Sa- 
turdays, there are “general per- 
mits which are more permanent in 
nature and do not require @ spe- 
cifle request. The latter includes 
those for hotel personnel, 200 at- 
tendants, Hfeguards, water supply 
and sewer maintenance workers and 
firemen. 


CONFIDENT OF VICTORY 

Besides the “general” and “spe- 
cial" categories, there are other 
classes of workers who are exclu- 
ded from the aw altogether. Exam- 
ples are policemen, prisons service 
Personne], seamen, air crews and a 
range of “independent" workers. 
The latter includes certain salaried 
or contract workers whose job is 
not tied to ἃ specific hour. 

It ts no secret that quite a few 
Israelis actively seek Saturday work, 
because it pays. According tto the 
law, such workers must be paid at 
the rate of time-and-a-half plus a 
ecmpensatory day off. That compen- 
satory day may not be paid in cash, 
but this is difficult to control 

As is the case with other ordinan- 
cea ithat touch the private iife of 
the citizen, the Work and Rest 
Hours Law is not an easy one to 
administer. Therefore, if a religious 
citizen is bothered by work being 
done across the street on the Sab- 
bath, he cannot have the worker 
penalized by merely reporting it to 
the Labour Ministry. Since prosecu- 
tions are handied by the District 
Attorney (and abjudicated in the 
Labour Courts), a criminal file must 
be prepared. This means the com- 
plainant must furnish sufficient data 
to back up a prosecution — names, 
witnesses and other information. 
Only then will Mr. Asronson con- 
sider whether a case against the al- 
leged offender would be “in the pub- 
He interest." If he deems it so, he 
will pass the information on to the 
District Attorney. Then he, in turn, 
will decide whether ‘to prosecute, 


Israel sending samples 
to Dutch flower bourse 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 


‘TEL AVIV. — Israel has been 
sending trial shipments of flowers 
to Holland's flower bourse through 
Agrexco, Israel's Agricultural Ex- 
port Company. About 200 cartons 
of flowers per day were sent dur- 
ἰπ the last month, an Agrexco 
spokesman has announced. 


Holland's flower bourse has a 
turnover of more than $200m. per 


year. (Israel's flower export target 
for this yeat {is about $10m.) At 
the Holland flower bourse the 
flowers are sold directly to the 
flower merchants, and the price is 
decided upcn by the supply and 
demand of the market. 

Agrexco officials believe that if 
the trial shipments prove econo- 
mically feasible there is a possi- 
bility of enlarging Israel's flower 
exports.
